Jesse Wilson, at S.V.M. headquarters, can and will give you 
more background for formulating the theme to suit the SVM group. 

As I reread this letter I feel as if the help I have given has 
been of negligible value; but it is with confidence since I am sure 
you may help. 

May I hear,as soon as it will be convenient, just what you 
think it would be best to have presented at the Conference--l.e. 
problems,etc.? Then, the plans will go forward with rapidity.

Ki i hy Page At Duke Session

Widely Known Writer And Traveler Talks On “Shall We 
Travel The Moscow Road?”—Devere Wilton 
Principal Institute Speaker Tonight

A stimulating discussion of the country’s economic ills, especially in 
regard,to the distribution of our abundant resources was made last night 
by Kirby Page, widely known author, editor, and traveler before the insti¬ 
tute of international relations, 

MT. Page’s address, ’’Shall Wo Travel the Moscow Road?” last night, 
will be followed to night with an sddiess by Devere Allen, ol Wilton, Conn, 
student of International affairs, on the subject “National Security and 
How It May Be Worn 11 Mr. Page will speak again Wednesday night on 
"Nationalism, The World’s New Religion/’ while on Thursday night Dr, J, 
Fred Hippy, well known Duke historian, will speak on ’'The Americas, 
Enemies or Good Neighbors?” 

The concluding joint lecture of the 
Institutes at Duke will be delivered 
Friday night by Dean Elbert Russell 


of the Duke school of religion on 
"The World As I Know It.” Dean 
Russell recently returned from a 
year’s tour around the world. 

At 7:30 o’clock tonight Kirby Page 
will speak at an open meeting of 
Kappa Delta Pi education honor so¬ 
ciety of Duke university in room 12 
of Page auditorium. Interested per¬ 
sons arc invited to join the education 
group in hearing the guest speaker. 

"In order to arrive at a decent eco¬ 
nomic order, must we adopt the 
strategy of Communism?” Mr. Kirby 
asked last night, "The Communist 
answer is that you can build a new 
society only after having torn down 
the old. 

"What is the matter with the pres¬ 
ent society? Why do we want some¬ 
thing new? First, because we divide 
income unequally, second, we do 
not use adequately all our resources: 
we waste on a colossal scale. And 
thirdly, we consume ourselves anti de¬ 
stroy ourselves in strife and conflict 
and warfare. This triple combination 
makes the present economic order In¬ 
tolerable and unbearable by men and 
women, today. Workers under the 
present system do not make enough 
money to buy back the goods they 
have produced. Resources are being 
wasted: industry Is running at less 
than 50 percent of capacity through¬ 
out the country. When people com¬ 
pete for the sustenance of life, there 
is grabbing and strife and conflict. 
Th^ workers organize against the em¬ 
ployers, and there is class war. Then 
the workers an* employers of one 
country unite as citizens against the 
workers and employers of another 
country and there is war. If this is 
the best the mankind can do, we de¬ 
serve to perish. 

"Therefore what needs to be done 
is to transfer ownership of natural 
resources and the heavy industries 
from private to public hands. Also 
we must have equality of distribution 
a leveling of the different incomes 
from a low of about $2,000 to a high 
of about $20,000. Thirdly, we must 


provide an adequate motivation for 
this program. If the Individual is to 
get a fairly equal share anyhow, why 
would he bother to work? 

"There are nine reasons why the 
individual would work in a society 
thus described. He would get a fair 
income. There would be the possi¬ 
bility of a slight difference in income 
for the harder worker. There would 
be safety and security, backed by in¬ 
surance which would make misfor¬ 
tune fall not on the back of the in¬ 
dividual but on the organized society. 
There would be a sense of responsi¬ 
bility which would make the indi¬ 
vidual feel his necessity to work. 
There would be the Joy of creativity, 
though this might not exist in all 
fields. The worker would enjoy ap¬ 
preciation and praise from his fel¬ 
low men and disapproval and wise 
punishment when he falls to work. 
Finally* he would work from the 
sense of "oughtness,” a sense ol 
patriotism given to construction and 
creativity, 

"The three important things to do, 
therefore, are to. educate, to organize 
the workers, the buyers and the vot¬ 
ers into collective action throughout 
the nation, and thirdly, to be willing 
to run risks and take th econse- 
quences. A new society can't be 
built with timidity, and a pagan so¬ 
ciety can’t be transferred into the 
kingdom of God without sacrifice. 
‘The pioneer leaves bloody tracks/ 
While going on beyond to -higher 
things is risky, it is exhilarating and 
joyous, and if you want to live fully 
and abundantly, you must live up 
above in the higher society in which 
the common good is the dominant 
rule of existence.”
